Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 

allowance : 

Claim 1: In view of the limitations the prior art does not 
disclose or fairly suggest alone or in combination a positioning 
system wherein an RF reader receives coded data from at least one RF 
tag; at least one optical device captures an image of a visual cue, 
wherein the visual cue is positioned to fall within a field of view of 
at least one optical device when at least one RF tag is within range 
to be read by a RF reader, means for decoding the coded data; means 
for processing the captured image to determined the position of the 
visual cue and means for combining the decoded data and the detected 
visual cue to calculate a position of a moveable platform. 

Claim 12: In view of the limitations the prior art does not 
fairly suggest or disclose alone or in combination a method for 
determining position comprising steps that resemble the product 
structure of claim 1 above. Claim 12 additionally state that the RF 
reader and the optical device are affixed to a moveable platform and 
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the plurality of RF tags and visual markers are provided at fixed 
positions .
